Political Caucus Saturday, 
August 5 withdrew its support 
of Democratic Presidential 
candidate George McGovern 
pending further clarification 
regarding his endorsement of 
gay rights. 

"Early in McGovern's cam- 
paign, he came out strongly in 
favor of gay rights," said John 
Hanna, a caucus spokesperson who 
is also President of Fairleigh 
Dickinson University (Teaneck) 
Student Homophile League. "“How- 
ever, since Ohio delegate Kathy 
Wilich delivered her party 

endorsed blow against the move- 
ment at the convention, we 
seriously think gays have been 
used by McGovern only to get on 
in the primaries. Now he has the

experience of mine that I would 
like to point out follows, 

This is a situation one day 
at work when a doctor came in 
the room to do a case, 
I was in the room, he noticed 
me. He knew me previously 
from the other cases I had 
assisted him with. 
particular case, he walked in 
and started talking to the 
patient and saw me, 
hello to me, the other doctor 
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and the female nurses,” ‘After 
the case he started putting his 
arms around the female nurses to 
show his manliness, I guess he 
felt threatened by my presence 
and I feel he knew or suspected 
IT was a homosexual, 

Many people have a very 
tragic defense mechanism of 
talking about homosexuals while 
there is a homosexual in the room. 
For instance, one-time the very 
doctor I helped on a case said, 
"Oh! Some homosexuals are nice, 

I guess they're pleasant to work 
with," 

These are only a few instances 
put I am sure it could be applied 
to many of us with our very 
similar situations of everyday 
struggles with harrassment, ' This 
is why every gay person should as 
his duty join a Gay Movement near 
him today to end our oppression 
and to make.people aware of our 
natural existance
